All business with the Patent or Trademark Office should be transacted in writing. The personal attendance of applicants or their attorneys or agents at the Patent and 
Trademark Office is unnecessary.

- An indication whether an agreement was reached and if so, a description of the general nature of the agreement (may be by 
attachment of a copy of amendments or claims agreed as being allowable). Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Form is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case. It 
should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary Form will not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the interview 
unless it includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to include, all of the applicable items required below concerning the 
substance of the interview.

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicant's representative brought to the Examiner's attention that in 
the Advisory Action mailed January 23, 2007, item 7, no box was marked indication whether the After Final amendment 
(filed December 28, 2006) was going to be entered or not for purposes of appeal. The Examiner apologized for the 
oversight and assured Mr. McGee that box M a" (i.e. indicating that the AF amendment "will not be entered"). It was also 
discussed that the proposed new language raises new issues that would require new search/consideration. Applicant's 
representative expressed a desired to file a Request for Continued Examination (RCE), however, was concerned that, 
since the Examiner had also failed to indicate such new issues in the Advisory Action (i.e. by checking box 3a) the 
Examiner might issue a First Action Final in response to the RCE submission requesting entry of the AF amendment. 
The Examiner advised the applicant that since the AF amendment was not considered on the merits, such claims 
would not be finally rejected in response to the RCE, as they would be examined for the first time. 
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
